To The Honorable Judge Reed, 

Please accept this letter as my true and official statement prior to sentencing. I hope you 
will consider this to be my sincere sentiments about all that has happened. I have been working 
on this letter for many weeks, trying to find the words to communicate to you who I am and how 
I feel about what I have done. Please understand that when I reached out to you by letter last 
week, that was an impulsi ve reaction to the horror of the situation and quite honestly, to the 
terror I feel as I sit facing sentencing. Discussions about the number of years I face, the pain my 
children are feeling, and the reality of everything that has occurred caused me to panic and write 
to you at a time when I was hysterical and not capable of expressing to you the totality of my 
thoughts and feelings. I hope this letter gives you a better understanding of who I am and how J 
truly feel about what has happened. You have always treated me with dignity and respect and I 
want you to know I meant you no disrespect by addressing you in such an informal and frantic 
manner. I was beside myself, and I now know more than ever that I will have to grow even 
stronger to fight off the feelings of despair that consume me when I realize I cannot fix the 
sorrow and pain I have caused so many people. 

People who don't know me believe me to be an insensitive human being who thinks she's 
entitled and has no remorse for her actions. Throughout this ordeal I have been labeled a 
"selfish, has been actress" who giggled at the scene of a homicide, I am not that girl. I am 
someone who has struggled to get out of bed because of the weight of the pain my actions caused 
others each morning since June 27, 2010. If, in my straggle to grasp the enormity of the 
situation, I seemed indifferent or callous, please understand that I was aching from the pain I 
have caused innocent people. Knowing that my actions cost another person their life is a 
tremendous burden, one filled with guilt, fear, shame and remorse. Please believe that I would 
never intentionally harm another person. 

To say that I didn't understand the repercussions of my actions before I got behind the 
wheel would be an understatement. I have learned through counseling and through A.A. that this 
is common. I started with the A.A. program the day after the accident, and have made A.A. a 
priority in my life. There were days, even months that I struggled to be present in the moment - 
haunted every minute by the reality of what happened. A beautiful woman died. A wife, a 
mother, a daughter, a sister and a friend to people all of who are still suffering all because I was 
behind the wheel. Mr. Seeman suffered physical and emotional pain that no one should have to 
endure. Through my program, I have learned that I must accept my actions and live with the 
consequences of them . Knowing that my actions cost another person their life is something that 
will be with me forever. 

I have been in jail for 2 months now, and I have to say that being abruptly pulled apart 
from my little girls has been torturous. I have never know pain like this before. The loss of my 
two little girls in my life has ultimately deepened my insight into what the Seeman family has 
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gone through as a result of my actions. I can honestly tell you that knowing I have inflicted that 
kind of pain on people is something I will struggle with for the rest of my life. I do admit that 
sometimes in my darkest hours, I wish it had been me who died that horrible night. But 1 am 
alive, and all I can do is live every moment of every day striving to make amends for the 
suffering I caused. 

I realize that I must be punished for what I have done. 1 have to live with the fact that but 
for taking the wheel Helene Seeman would be alive today. That is something that will never 
leave me. Not a day goes by that I don't think of the night of the accident and go over the 
choices of my behavior. Not a day goes by that I do not wish I had made different choices. Not 
a day goes by that I do not feel responsible for the losses suffered by both the Seeman family, 
and my family. Not a day goes by that I do not pray for their forgiveness and the strength to deal 
with the consequences of my behavior. 

Judge Reed, I cannot undo what has been done. I can only pledge to you and to the 
Seemans that I will live the rest of my life ensuring that Helene Seeman 's death and all of this 
suffering was not in vain. I will use any public attention brought about by this horrific situation 
to forever hold myself out as an example of the destructive and devastating effects of drinking 
and driving. 

Your Honor, I am not perfect. If I seemed defensive and frustrated it's because I am. I 
feel like there is no way to communicate the devastation I feel every single day. I know that my 
conduct brought public attention to me, but I'm human, and I can't bear that people who don't 
even know me think that I don't care, but the reality is, I am dying inside. Please accept my 
apology for writing to you out of frustration, and please believe me when I say the words on 
these pages represent who I am.

|da ughter twist and cry in pain, without knowing why or what is happening. 





Amy is a kind and loving mother of two, a great caring wfe, and a giving person by nature. She lias 
always taken responsibility for herself and who she is. Our marriage over this period had its ups and downs 
with us living in separate households. But Amy always loved me and pushed me to stay together as a family and 
ranted a family even though she knew she was going to have to be separated for a period from lhe Three of us. 
During the trial others said things about us that were simply nut true and certainly not based on any real 
knowledge or understanding of who Amy is as a person. We understand that the Prosecution has a job lo do in 
a case like this one. Sadly, Amy was willing and ready to accept responsibility for that which she was ultimately 
convicted. She did not want to put the victims or their family through the difficulty of a Trial, nor did she want to 
put our family through the difficulty of a trial. 

Since the accident; Amy has aot had a drink. She lias been a responsible member of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, and has followed the program and wo rked very hard. 1 know how difficult this journey 

While I never thought she was an alcoholic, after the 




accident she said "who would ever warn lo drink y.gain idler this day". This crime will not occur again, J would 
bet my life on it. hi fact, 1 know Amy could help others one day by telling her story and the dangers of drinking 
and driving. She was always on Lime to Ihe 50 or so appearances to court, respectful to the court process, and 
accepted her verdict as expected, She changed so beautifully over the hard two and a half years, and was 
always sad about the Socman's Loss. Amy sadness for the Seemaivs loss has been the hardest part of this She 
has cried jn front of me* she has cried when she thought 1 couldn't hear her and she lias sobbed through the 
nights. Of course, it goes without saying that if Amy could go bacit to that a wful day and not gel in the car, she 
wouldn't. She would do anything Lo change what happened. She knew long before her case went lo tnal that 
there would be severe consequences for her actions, and truly wanted to take responsibility lor her actions, She 
has been preparing hersdf for those consequences. But it is the loss of life that she could not prepare herself 
for, she cannot change it and she can't move on from it. So in her sadness, we discussed the only thing she 
could do, and tiiat was ibr her to be the best person and mother she could be to our daughters. Throughout all of 
these terrible days and nights, through all of her sadness and fear Amy has care for our cliildien, fought for our 
marriage and prays for the Sccmans.

Obviously I have known Amy since birth. I remember the night that she was born quite clearly 
! was so proud to become an aunt. Que to our age difference of only ten years, Amy was 
more of a little sister to me than an aunt, My pride in Amy continued throughout her 
childhood. She was a bright child, excellent student and so full of life. She worked hard to 
excel at everything she did. Unfortunately, Amy's parents divorced when she was very young, 
perhaps making her stronger in many ways, yet more vulnerable in many ways. Amy's teen 
years were sometimes challenging as she encountered bullying in high school. She switched 
schools and she once again was on a steady course. Amy progressed through her adult years 
again making me very proud. She always worked very hard and was passionate about her 
work My pride continued when Amy became a mother. Actually this was the proudest I had 
ever been. She truly came into her own. She exhibited more passion about motherhood 
than she had evershown in any other aspect of her life. Her p assion grew with the birth of her 
second child! I Amy hat^Miifficult pregnancy with requiring prolonged bed rest. 
Amy never complained, ^^Hwas a frail child, 



I now proceed to the day that I wish would go away, that I would wake up and the batklream 
would go away. June 27, 2010. The day that had started out so wonderfully, with^^f 
getting to see her mother in a play. AmWalked about it for days leading up to the 
performance She was so excited for^^^to see her, Then something happened that night - 
a series of unfortunate circumstances that ultimately led her driving home, alone, scared, 
ending in a horrible accident. 



My husband a nd I wer e just getting to sleep on that night, when we were awakened with a call 
from my sister, who was hysterical. Amy had been in an accident. We quickly went to 

pick up my sister and take her to Princeton Medical Center to see Amy. At this time we had 
little details of the accident, aside from Amy being in one. Upon arrival at the Medical Center 
we were denied access to Amy because she was being charged with a crime. Never in a 
million years would i nave guessed or believed that she was under the influence. That was not 
who Amy was. My sister slept at our house that night in my son's bed, with him on the floor 
watching over her. She cried all night long- 

The next day I went to work, I d id not sleep the entire night before. It was surreal. 1 was so 
concerned about Amy. I was relieved when I finally got to speak to her. She was not x-rayed 
at the hospital, was in a considerable amount of palm and would not stop crying. 

The past two years have been torturous for our entire family we are all are haunted by that 
horrible tragic evening. It has not left my mind for a day. Thoughts flood my mind throughout 
the day about Amy, her husband, the children, my sister, and the Seeman family. There is no 
winner or loser in this. We are all losers, 

It's so hard when a three year old out of the blue turns to you and says 1t l miss my mommy. 
What do you say t how do you respond? Being a mother of now adult children i know that it is 




While our family has been tortured we have become stronger We appreciate our love for 
each other. The truth Is, this could happen to anyone, at any time on any given day. A 
horrible accident. 



When I visit Amy now in Somerset County Jail we lock eyes and I feel like I am reaching into 
her souk I want to get the most of every second that we have together. Once again, I am so 
proud of her. I am so proud of the way that she is dealing with her consequences. 

Amy is certainly a one time offender who by virtue o r poor decision, and an unfortunate set of 
circumstances fell into a tragic situation. The sentence bestowed on her will certainly have 
more of an impact on her children than on hen I am asking that you please take this into 
consideration. Amy is an honorable person who made a poor decision, she is not a criminal. 
No matter how this ends I will continue to support her and will always remain her proud Aunt,

The actions attributed to Amy on that fateful night are in no 
way characteristic of her behavior - in fact, they are totally the opposite - completely uncharacteristic 
and very unusual of Amy's behavior and demeanor. 

While I understand the severity of the case at hand, I feel very strongly that she has certainly learned a 
great deal from her experience already.

I also 
remember the many times we laughed— she has a great sense of humor, which is reinforced by her zest 
for life. Since we spent set much ttrne together Amy and 1 shared many serious conversation^ often 
reflecting on the tragedy that occurred in June 2010. She told me that she was truly remorseful for her 
actions and would never touch a drop of alcohol again. She held true to her word, as I have never seen 
Amy drink alcohol since I have known her She has also been an active member of Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AAj; t drove her to several meetings each week while she did not have her license. She aEso 
gave back to the community by helping fellow A A members move to new homes. In August 2012, Amy 
received her license back, and I was comfortable as a passenger while she drove, t trusted her because 
she follows traffic laws and had never once drove whiie her license was suspended. Even once Amy haci 
her license, we maintained our daily routine, and she remained actEve in her children's lives.
